Tuesday's Convention. 


The slate selected by the man of 


many parties was pulled through at the 
primary on Friday. The favored few 
include Dr. W. C. Miller, of Hyndman, 
candidate for state senator; G. W. 
Oster, of Osterburg, and J. T. Alsip, of 
Bedford, representatives; H. W. Cogan, 
of Hopewell township, sheriff ; E. H 
Blackburn, of Bedford, prothonotary; 
Aaron Garber, of Bedford, register and 
recorder; J. S. Guyer, of South Wood- 


' bnry, treasurer; S. H. Sell, Esq., of 


Bedford, district attorney; S. S. Baker, 
of Snake Spring, and B. C. Smith, of 
Napier, commissioners; Lewis Pittman, 
of West Providence, and M. N. Stailey, 
of East Providence, auditors; M. L. 
Sams, of Harrison, poor director; Dr. 
A. H. King, of Riddlesburg, coroner; 
E. R. Home, of Bedford, and William 
Liuder, of Riddlesburg, delegates to 
the state convention. 


The campaign, which ended on Fri- 


day, was one of the warmest in the 
history of Bedford county politics. 
There were twenty-six candidates, be- 
sides Messrs. Borne and Lander, and 
despite the fact that it was pretty gen- 
erally known who the slated ones were 
after the committee meeting on Wed- 
nesday of last week, each doomed aspi- 
rant, hoping against hope, worked 
with might and main until the polls 
closed. But their efforts were fruit- 
less. 
The fiat had gone forth and 


their fate was sealed. Many of the 
defeated candidates and their friends 
do not hesitate to characterize the 
work of the boss as a high-handed 
outrage and have good reasons for be- 
lieving that they would have won if he 
had kept hands off. As a result of the 
rule or ruin policy pursued by the czar 
many active, tried and true party 
workers who have never been reward- 
ed for their valuable services were rele- 
gated to the rear and men who have 
waxed fat on public forage and men 
who are still wearing the swaddling 
clothes of Republicanism were placed 
on the ticket, by permission of the boss. 


According to the rules of the Re- 


publican party ihe return judges as- 
sembled

ive districts. The convention was call- 
ed to order by Chairman of the County 
Committee John M.

On Wednesday a stuff correspondent 


sent the following message to a .prom- 
inent Republican .paper of Pittsburg: 


•"The political war at Harrjsburg to- 


day outshines anything in the history 
of the 'Republican, party of Penrsylva- 
nia.

Brown, of Brie, for secretary of inter- 
nal affairs. 
Senator M. S. Quay was 


elected chairman of the Republican 
state committee by the convention, 
under a suspension of the rules. The 
platform adopted omits to mention the 
Stone administration.

in South Africa. 
It did not end as 


thousands of 
liberty-loving people 


hoped it might, but it 13 better as it is 
than that a brava people, longing- for 
freedom of thought and act and speech, 
should be swept from the face of the 
earth. That would have been the inevi- 
table result if the sanguinary struggle 
had been continued. 


The terms of peace concede to the 


Boers almost everything except their 
independence, the priceless treasure 
they fought so heroically to win. The 
stipulation that the Burghers "are to 
lay down their arms and reeogn'zs the 
sovereignty of King Eisvard" is the 
only one that gives Great Britain any- 
thing— and, of course, the English will 
claim that it is the principal thing for 
which they contended. Every other 
article of th^ compact is favorable to 
the followers of Kruger. Ail oi the 
prisoners are to be brought back to 
South Africa and England promises 
that "they shall not suffer the loss of 
liberty or proparty." The Dutch lan- 
guage is to be taught in the schools 
wherever the parents desire it and it 
may ba used in the courts when neces- 
sary. The patriots of the colonies are 
to retain their rifles for self-protection. 
No special tax will be levied on the 
Boers to pay the war expenses. The 
rebels, so-called, of Cape Colony and 
Matal are to be tried by the laws of 
their respective colonies and are to be 
"disfranchised for life," but "no death 
penalty will be inflicted." This is a 
cruel blow to those brive soldiers who 
so earnestl; desire to be freemen, but 
it cannot be possible to enslave such 
an heroic race forever. This disfran- 
chiaement will only serve to strengthen 
their love of liberty. The most import- 
ant clause of the treaty is that in 
which Great Britain, in the eyes of the 
world, obligates herself as follows: 


"The military administration of the 


Transvaal and Orange River colony 
will, at the earliest possible date, be 
succeeded by civil government, and as 
soon as circumstances determine rep- 
resentative institutions leading up to 
self-government will be introduced." 


In addition to the features already 


referred to the British government has 
agreed to furnish 
the Boers with 


811,000,000 for the purpose of restock- 
ing their farms, etc., and to make ad- 
vances on loan for the Euma purpose, 
free of interest, for two years, and 
afterward repayable over a period of 
years at three per cent, interest. 


Such are the terms on which the 


all-powerful 
and dignified 
Britons 


ended the war with the small, humble 
and valiant race that believes all men 
should be free and independent. This 
is the outcome of one of the most un- 
equal wars of the age. When the odds 
against which the Boers contended are 
known one is amazed at the way the; 
have withstood the onslaught of Ibeir 
mighty foe. The total Boer popula 
tion of the South African Republic and 
the Orange Free State at the begin- 
ning of the war was 350,000, 
The 


British empire has a population oi 
400,000,000, one thousand six hundred 
times greater than that of its oppo- 
nent. The population of London is 
twenty-six times greater than that of 
the Dutch colonies and New York city 
has nearly eighteen times as many 
people. 


When one fully realizes what a won- 


derful fight the Boers made he cannot 
but admire this doughty race and feel 
regret that their struggle for inde- 
pendence did not gain that precious 
boon for them. But the end is not yet. 
As Representative David A. De Armond, 


of Missouri, says, in discussing the 
terms of peace, •'! think there will be 
no absolute peace until the question is 
settled right. 
Thus far the Boers 


have a partial victory, but they must 
make it complete." 


Chairman James M. Griggs, of the 


Democratic congressional committee 
is also sanguine of the ultimate success 
of the Burghers. He says

I think, to go back, and visit the breth- 
ren in every town in which we have

Barnabas and John Mark sailed for 


Jyprus, while Paul chose Silas for his 
companion and started on his journey. 
Among other places Paul went to Lys- 
tra, where he took Timothy. 
They 


next went through the Phrygian dis- 
trict of Gilitia, but were restrained by 
the Holy Spirit from delivering the 
Message in Roman Asia. So when they 
got as f»r up as Mysia, they made at- 
;empt to go into Bithynia, but the 
Spirit of Jesus did not permit them 
So entering Mysia, they went down to 
Troas; and there one night Paul saw a 
ision. 
A Macedonian was standing 


and appealing to him. "Come over to 
Macedonia and help us," he was say- 
ng.

MEMORIAL DAY ADDRESS. 


Synopsis ol Speech Made at Raliubnrc by 


Claude T. Reno, of Allentown, 


In his Memorial Day oration at 


Eainsburg Claude T. Reno, of Allen- 
town, spoke, in part, as follows: 


The American people have never 


been a warlike people—never have 
they manifested a quarrelsome or a 
domineering spirit. It has been their 
ardent desire and usually also their 


appy lo*, to enjoy the benign blessings 


of liberty amid perfect peace and 
tranqaility. But in spite of this well- 
nigh universal sentiment, there has 
never yet prevailed a theory that 
would regard peace purchased at any 
price preferable to peace with honor. 
Neither have we been disposed to cry 
Peace! Pea-je! when there is nc 


peace"—but sternly accepting an ap- 
Daal to arms as the inevitable issue 
,nd as the last resort, we have ever 
looked to the battlefield for the settle- 
ment of our dissensions, the proe-ire- 
mentoi ou-- liberties, the protection 
of the oppressed and burdened. And 
in the same proportion that we praisf 
and glorify the generalship and mili- 
tary sagacity of our martial chieftains 
to that degree must we admire the 
statesmanship and political wisdom of 
our civil leaders; for in no event have 
we invoked war and strife before al1 


endeavors to secure peace and harmony 
had failed. Hence it was only after 
the astuteness and the foresight of » 
Webster, a Clay, a Saward and a score 
of others equally famous, failed to 
entrench the nation against the terror? 
ol sectional discordance, that the loya1 


people, as a whole, almost welcomed 
an appeal to some means that had 
through a series of famous battles 
secured for her her entire independ 
ence and her glorious liberty. 
In- 


deed, no sooner had the good Lincoln 
called for 75,000 volunteers to protect 
and uphold the supremacy, the in- 
tegrity and the honor cf the national 
Daion, but that four times that num- 
ber, rising as one man, immediately 
placed themselves in readiness to de- 
fend all that was considered sacred 
and dear. War was preferred to peace; 
hardship to comfort—if by it the flag 
of the Union might again wave tri- 
umphant. The speaker referred to the 
causes which led to the great civil 
war and then said: 


We shall not attempt to review the 


entire history of a struggle so well 
known to all. Its progress, however, 
from Sumter to Appomattox was one 
long reign of heroism. In it brothers 
for the flrst time faced brothers with 
hate and anger in their hearts. As un- 
natural as it was, it was nevertheless 
an essentially American war—a war o1 
like upon like. 
Each in its proper 


sphere is entitled to its meed of praise 
There is no positive evidence to prove 
that the south acted from any other 
except purely honest motives and while 
we must of course bitterly regret her 
fatal mistakes, her heroic action upon 
the field of battle makes it possible for 
us to condone her errors and admire 
her brilliant stand. To say that the 
southern army was for the most part 
composed of or commanded by cowards 
is to underrate the powers of our own 
victorious boys in blue. Mistaken men 
they 
certainly 
were—but cowards 


never, as is abundantly proved by 
a hundred battles and a thousand skir 
mishes. To-da; the Confederate Graj 
rests side b; side with the Union Blue 
—each awaiting that heavenly chorus 
when, hand in hand, they shall be wel 
corned to the Grander Army on high 
Let us then be charitable in our jndg 
ment of the living and the dead, anc 
endeavor to realize, if possible, that 
since all were Americans the deeds ol 
each belong to the long roll of Ameri- 
ca's imperishable glories. 


But the occasion which we keep to 


day calls for a tribute of honor and re- 
spect to our gallant men—the dea< 
who died so well. 
Thirty-five years 


with all their many changes have come 
and gone since the close of that mo 
mentous struggle. 
Since then new 


ideas have dominated; parties have 
risen and fallen; men have triumphed 
and have met defeat; inventions anc 
discoveries have marked a new era— 
in other words, America has stepped 
from her former position and to-day is 
the wealthiest, the mightiest, the mos' 
brilliant power on-the globe. But dur 
ing all these years we have not even 
for one moment forgotten the men who 
in the midday of the century made 
this era of extraordinary progress pos 
sible. In the days of our deepest pos 
sible adversity, the .tears of the suffer 
ing and the comfortless have been 
made garlands for the graves of our 
heroes—and now in the period of our 
greatest prosperity the hum of Indus 
try becomes the swelling.note.of a lov- 
ing praise song. 


Three million men marched to the 


step of Union drums—three million 
men donned the Union blue and under 
the glittering folds of the Stars anc 
Stripes marched to death and victory.

Age and to the Heroic Dead.

NEW YORE, June 10 —Another HP mo- 


rial Diy has come and go ae and I no- 
tice that the veterans' ranks grow thin- 
ner with each succeeding year. It will 
not be long, at the farthest, when the 
ast veteran shall be borne to his final 
resting place on earth, there to lie in 
peaceful sleep till the dread archangel 
shall announce to the assembled na- 
:ions of the earth thst tima has ended 
and eternity has begun. 


The men who went out in 1861 to do 


battle for a nation's life had registered 
an oath in heaven that the Onion con- 
secrated by the blood of our fathers 
with God's help must and shall be pre- 
served. As the grand procession passed 
on its way to the silent city of the dead 
in the fu'fi'ment of their consecrated 
mission to strew with flowers the 
graves of our heroic dead, we saw them 
go forth in the pride and bloom of 
their manhood in 1861, and when, in 


1865, 
they returned to homes which 


thpy left four years before, there were 
deep gaps in the ranks. The regiment 
that went out a thousand strong, buoy- 
ant in the hope of glory, came back 
like a dismasted ship after along night 
of storm; they had left more than one- 
half of their comrades behind whose 
blood enriched the lonthern soil from 
Antietam to Missionary Eidge, from 
the frozen banks of Stone Eiver to 
Gsttysbufg, where 28,000 of our heroic 
dead offered their heart's blood as a 
sacrifice for the perpetuity of that 
Union for which onr fathers conse- 
crated their lives and gave to us a 
Union to live by and to die by forever 


ore. 
Decoration Day broke bright and 


clear, as if the Almighty had smiled or 
the holy remembrance; neither gold 
s'lver nor precious jewels were the 
offerings 
on that sacred day. It 


was God's tribute of beautiful flowers 
plucked from the surface of the earth 
and far beyond the reach of human 
skill, surpassing in their loveliness the 
traditional glory of Solomon. 


The standing of a nation is measurec 


by mankind by the respect which his 
generation shows to mature age and to 
the heroic dead, and no greater evi 
dence of this national virtue can be 
found than in the pension roll which 
supports onr veteran corps as they 
journey onward to that other land 
the border of which is bounded b> 
eternity. As I gazed on that proces 
sion, recognizing here and there the 
faces of old comrades who responded 
to the call for aid when the nation's 
life was in peril, the sunken cheek 
the faded vision, the tottering limb 
all told of a time inevitable that must 
com?, certain as the rising and the 
setting of the sun. From the time of 
the great rebellion, from 1861 to 1865 
the nation once more was called upon 
to sustain its character and to vindi 
cate its honor. Almost on our very 
border lay the richest jewel in the An 
tilles. 
Slavery had been abolished 


within our borders, but in Cuba i 
found a home secure, notwithstanding 
the denunciation of 'the civilized world 
Nature had covered that land with 
every blessing,that man covets. The 
richness of its soil and the abundance 
of its return was unequaled b; any 
other spot upon the footstool of God 
It was in vain that the suffering slave 
appealed to humanity for release from 
his bondage. 
The cruel whip drove 


him to unrequited labor and while his 
suffering cry found no answering echo 
in Spanish ears, on the west lay a re 
public, the corner stone of which wa 
consecrated to human liberty. The 
heard the cry and then came a quick 
response; the tyranny of merciless 
masters should no longer dominate the 
life of an abject slave, but should rise 
in its might and swear by the eterna 
God that that beautiful home shoulc 
be consecrated to freedom or their life 
blood should pay the penalty of the 
sacrifice. 


The story that followed has now be 


come part of a nation's history, is told 
in the log book of that quiet Sabbath 
morning, when Dewey with his gallan 
band sailed down tbe horbor.of .Manila 
In a position of safety the entire Span 
ish fleet lay waiting the coming of the 
invader. 
His bosom beat high with 


hope and in that expectant dream he 
saw that lovely harbor covered with 
the ruins of the American fleet. Man 
proposes but God disposes. 
Another 


vision was passing before the eyes o: 
the American commander and his 
dream was realized as men's dreams 
have seldom been realized before, for 
that evening the sun sank resplendent 
in the west, the vision of the Spanish 
captain had Taded like a dream in the 
night and the fragments of his ruinei 
warships that littered the waves for 
many a mile told a story of J death an< 
destruction, seldom paralleled in his 
history, when the once brilliant sun o 
Spain went down in darkness ant 
blood, never, as an imperial power, to 
rise again. At such a moment, when 
millions are looking for the world's 
betterment, it is a sorry confession to 
make that the reformation that mill 
ions looked for has pasted to the hands 
of reformers who do not keep tbe 
promise of rtf jrm. It is a shame for 
the second great city of the world 
with its buoyant promise of future 
power, whose.expectation and magnifi 
cence, greatness and glory were reas 
enable and easily within the kon o

health, grateful for the favor that ha< 
been extended to him, and the bishop 
returned to his beautiful home. He 
had been absent several weeks, every 
moment of which he had devoted to 
the labors of the mission he had found 
ed. It was therefore with those whi 
knew the man that it was learned tha 
his health bad broken down, perform 
ing the duties of his self-imposed 
mission. He seemed to bear a charmed 
life. He faced the most dreadful firms 
of disease with the stern courage of a 
martyr. He went without fear into 
the homes of the poor and sick and he 
brought hope and consolation to those 
who were nearlng the end of their 
earth'y pilgrimage and he taugh 
them to live with faith and hope in 
the expected glories of the promisee 
land. It must have been a fearful con 
dition of affairs when Bishop Potter 
surrendered to the prayers of his 
friends and left the battlefield where

Letter From Ktbert E. Devore to his Father

Mr. William W. Devore: 


DEAE FATHER;—I have improved corr 


siderably since I wrote to you last. I 
think I will lie able to go back to my 
company again in a lew weeks if I do 
not get another backset. 
I am very 


anxious to get back to my company 
I have been here nearly three month 
and it is getting very monotonous here 
now, and to make things worse, we are 
quarantined on account of the small 
pox, which seems to exist here the 
year around, although it does not seem 
near so bad here as in the states, 
person is not apt to get it if they are 
careful what they eat and don't drink 
any uufiltered water. 
The same pre 


caution will, in a great many cases 
prevent the cholera. 
Were it not fo: 


the great improvements in sanitary 
conditions in and around 
Manila 


since the Americans control the island 
the plague would be a gcod bit worsi 
than it is. 
The government has al 


ready spent several thousand dollar; 
for disinfectants in the city of Manila 
Dp till April 15, 8 a. m., 453 cases were 
reported in and around Manila, o: 
which 306 died. 
I have not heard of 


any Americans dying with it yet. 


Dark Samar will at last submit to 


the American rule. 
General Smith 


held a conference with the insurgent 
officers and they have agreed to surren- 
der as soon as they can get their forces 
together.
